Mr.  Chairman  &  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1958* 

All  tables  in  this  report  give  figures  for  the  Rural  Districts  Of 
Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering.  The  statistical  data  shown  against  "All  Districts"  in 
this  report  relates  to  the  area  comprised  of  these  districts. 

Section  "A"  (Tables  I  to  XIV)  gives  statistics  relating  to 
population,  births  and  deaths.  Because  of  the  small  population  in  each  district 
it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  marked  variations  between  districts.  For 
example  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Pickering  Urban  District  is  72.7  per 
1000  live  births,  England  and  Wales  22.5.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
Pickering  Urban  District  for  the  years  1954  to  1958  inclusive  is  13.5  per 
1000  libe  births. 

Section  "B"  relates  to  Notifiable  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1958, 

Mention  was  made  in  my  report  for  1957  of  the  scheme  to 
take  a  supply  of  water  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  and  to 
lay  a  system  of  water  mains  in  the  district.  I  am  happy  to  report 
that  the  scheme  was  commenced  as  planned  and  the  first  length  of 
main  was  laid  in  May,  1958.  The  work  has  continued  without 
interruption  since  that  tine  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
expect .that  both  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  and  your  Council 
will  complete  their  contracts  as  planned. 

Unfortunately  the  same  cannot  be  said  about  the 
proposed  scheme  to  improve  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  the 
sewers  and  it  is  hoped  that'  some  progress  will  be  made  in  this 
direction  soon.
